Tne Federal Council, it is proposed to organize 
thus—Parma and Modena are to have one vote 
each; the Pope two; Tuscany two; Austria, for 
Venctia, two; and Piedmont and Naples three 
each. Whether more concord will prevail in the 
Federal Council than in the federal garrison it is 
difficult to say; but, supposing the same conditions 
to subsist, Austria could count on a majority of 
votes. 

M. Walewski claims nomonopoly in the fabrication 
of confederations, for, according to all accounts, Car- 
dinal Antonelli has also studied the question in his 
own way. “The French Minister is said to enter more 
into details than the Cardinal. The latter claims not 
merely the honorary but the real and bona-fide Pres- 
idency for his Holiness. He has no objection to a 
federal army, not so much to ison towns and 
strong places, as to defend the territory against for- 
eign and domestic enemies. Who the domesttc ene- 
mies are may be guessed. 'This last seems in con- 
tradiction to the principle of non-intervention said to 
form one of the conditions of the treaty of Villa- 
franca. 

Piedmont would not, perhaps, absolutely reject the

proves either M. Walewski’s plan, or that of Cardinal 
Antonelli, while Austria would probably make no 
great objection toeither.

THE POLICY OF PRUSSIA. 

A despatch of Count Schleinitz, stating the reasons 
which induced Prussia to mobilize her army, has been 
published. It bears date June 94, and is addressed in 
duplicate to the Prussian Ministers in London and St. 


Petersburg :— 
: Berlin, June 24. 

“To Count Bernstoff, at London, and the Baron of 
Bismark Schonhausen, at St. Petersburg. 

“The rapidity with which military events in Italy 
have for some time past succeeded each other; the over- 
throw of the governments of Tuscany, Parma, and 
Modena; the insurrections that have taken place in 
other parts of the Peninsula; lastly, the uncertainty pre- 
vailing in men’s minds as to the probable duration and 
extent of a contest in which two powerful empires are 
engaged; all these causes have determined the govern- 
ment to mobilise a part of the Prussian army for pru- 
dential reasons, and at the same time for the sake of its 
own dignity. 

“The excitement that has seized hold of Germany, 
the constantly increasing approach of the belligerent 
parties toward the German frontiers, and the chances of 
a war, which we have endeavoured by our counsels 
most honestly and loyally to prevent, would have been 
in themselves sufficient grounds for justifying our ar- 
maments, which, moreover, merely correspond to those 
made by our neighbours. 

“ On the other band you comprehend that we ought at 
this moment to be in a ition to watch the march 
of events, the final result of which may endanger the 
equilibrium of Europe by weakening an empire with 
which we are connected through the Germanic Con- 
federation, and by injuring the bases of international 
law, which we have contributed to found, and which the 
great family of the States of Europe has an interest in 
maintaining. . 

* The attitude we have thought it our duty to take 
prejudges in no respect the Italian question, or the nu- 
merous interests at stake in the question. But the 
Prince Regent, conscious of his right and of the duties 
that_impose on him the care of his own dignity as well 
as of the interests of his own country and Germany, 
could not renounce the exercise of the influence he 
rightfully lays claim to, or by a passive attitude approve 
beforehand the changes, which the territorial circum- 
scriptions have undergone or may undergo in one ofthe 
countries, which is bound to the great family ot Euro- 
pean nations by such numerous ties. 


“ Nevertheless, it would be wrong to suppose any in- 
tention on the part of the Prussian government of wish- 
ing by precipitate or arbitary interference to attempt to 
aggravate a situation already full of dangers of itself, 
and without making a previous appeal to the other 
powers, to bring forward such a solution of a question, 
that trenches on too many interests not to be, as 
regards the general welfare, the object of a common 
solicitude to all the great Powers. Quite on the con- 
trary, Prussia by her attitude, influence, and advice can 
have no other object save that which she endeavoured a 
short time back to attain,in concert with England and 
Russia ; she can have but one desire, that of bring- 
ing back into the path of negociation, with a view to 
a solution equitable for all, and containing 
in itself the guarantees of durability, a question 
from which deplorable errors have removed the com- 
mon basis which Europe can and ought to approve in- 
asmuch as it involves principles upon which its political 
and social order depends. 

“Our armaments, I repeat, have no other meaning, 
they announce no new policy on our part, any more 
than they do, the wish to add fresh complications to 
those we had hoped to prevent, and the development of 
which we have been incessantly observing with anxiety 
and regret. We desire peace, and making that our 
starting point, we confidently address ourselves to the 
Cabinets of London and St, Petersburgh, that we may 
find, in agreement with them the means of stopping the 
effusion ot blood, and of restoring as soon as possible 
to Europe that repose and security which her moral 
and material interests demand. 

“ It is notorious that we have deplored and energetic- 
ally disapproved the fatal resolution with which, at 
the very moment when the other powers were endea- 
vouring to find thebases of an equitable solution, the 
Cabinet of Vienna brought about a rupture we had 
hoped to prevent by our common action. But notwith- 
standing this error, we are no less of opinion that, 
Europe, and Germany in particular, cannot see with in- 
difference the weakening of a power that, by her 
geographical position and peculiar configuration has 
always appeared to us to be an essential element anda 
natural guarantee of the general equilibrium. 

Although we still maintain this principle, we are, 
nevertheless, very far from ignoring the difficulties that 
beset the simple restoration of a state of things which 
has led not only to a war but to a series of insurrections 
gradually spreading through the north and central part 
of Italy, and we believe that real and extensive reforms 
will be a surer and juster mode of maintaining order and 
tranquility in those provinces than those violent mea- 
sures and that display of military force which are quite 
as onerous to Austria as out o proportion to the re- 
sources of her Italian provinces. Similarly we are gf 
opinion, that the treaties in virtue of which Austria 
exercised over several neighbouring states a sort of 
protectorate may be y a combination less 
repugnant to the views of the people, and that order 
and legality, without which all prosperity and wise 
progress are impossible, may have securer guarantees 
than those of which we have just witne: the final 


impotence. | 
“From what has preceded you will understand that 
we, on our part, cannot think of aiding in the impossible 
return to a past state of things that has produced such 
sad results, and that, on the contrary, we shall eagerly 
receive any proposition tending to reconcile the rights of 
trian house with a work of reorganisation based 
on liberal and conciliatory principles, and which should 
spree to us of a nature to satisfy the legitimate wishes 
the Italian people. 
“We also believe that we are justified in recording 
the declarations of the Emperor Napoleon,

- The dethroned Sov- 
ereigns have, indeed,a few partisans ; but these never 
showed any great spirit or devotion when their princes 
still wielded the supreme power, when they disposed of 
their own and of the Austrian forces. Now they are 
utterly cowed and prostrate ; they are only anxious to 
escape the pubiic gaze. Many of them accommodate 
themselves to the new order of things, and cry against 
their rulers all the louder as their zeal is more likely 
to be suspected. 

In the Tuscan army, it isStrue, there are elements of 
municipalism among the officers, but even those who 
wish for an independent Tuscany dare not openly pro- 
nounce for the recall of the Grand Duke. The Haps- 
burg-Lorraine dynasty has discouraged its stanchest 
supporters by its strong adherence to Austria on and 
after April last. The threatened bombardment of Flo- 
rence, and his appearance at the head of a Croatian 
regiment, have rendered the young heir of Tuscany as 
“impossible” as his perjured father. 

How is, then, the restoration of the exiled Sovereigns 
to be effected? A few words in the Moniteur and a 
military promenade of a French corps d’armee through 
Parma, Modena, Bologna, Florence. and Leghorn, on its 
way to France, might bend the Italians to stern necessity 
and save them the sacrifices of a bootless resistance. Na- 
poleon IIT. can still dictate his will without enforcing it, 
otherwise than by words. But willhedoso? The Ita- 
lians begin to flatter themselves that the Emperor can- 
not so flatly contradict his own words. They fancy that 
Europe will take into some account the free and general 
expression of their wishes; that entire nations, or im- 
portant fractions of a nation, are not like dumb cattle, 
to be made over to Princes whose right divine has been 
so shamefully abused. 

On the other hand, it is difficult to guess to what ex- 
tent Napoleon III. has bound himself to Austria and 
Rome. If his immediate object is to wage war 
against, or at least to humble, Prussia and the 
Protestant element in Germany, there is no doubt 
but that all that opposes the Papal Power and all con- 
stituted authority in Italy must be sacrificed. If 
France and Austria have cordially joined hands the 
anti-Austrian element in Italy, not excepting even 
Piedmont, must submit. Piedmont itself may be 
saved by compromise: bnt all that is called or mis- 
called “revolution” must needs be crushed, even if 
France and Austria were to share the work between 
them, as they did before. Such are the thoughts by 
which men’s minds are distracted in this country.

A PARIS RUMOUR. 

The Independance Belge says :— :

One bit of intelligence has 
sufficed to bring about this sudden revulsion, namely, 
that England, in making known to France that she is 
disposed to take part in the deliberations of a European 
Congress to regulate the affairs of Italy, has united to 
this intimation a formal proposition for a general dis- 
armament. ‘This proposition will, the writer adds, be 
so much the more welcome to France, that the initiative 
is said to have proceeded from the Emperor Napoleon. 
His Majesty, in a conversation with Lord Cowley, 
offered to set the example of a reduction in the military 
expenses, which all the countries of Europe are imposing 
on themselves at this moment by reciprocal distrust.” 


CENTRAL ITALY. 

The Times correspondent at Milan, speaking of Cen- 
tral Italy, says:— 

“ Secret news reached me to-day that the Piedmon- 
tese Government is on the point of recalling its Gover- 
nors, Commissionaries Extraordinary, and all civil and 
military authorities, from Central Italy.

THE POPE AND THE KING OF SARDINIA. 

The Pope has addressed an autograph letter to the 
Cardinal Bishop ot Albano, requesting him to invite all 
the faithful of Rome to join in a solemn thanksgiving 
for the cessation of war. The following is the principal 
passage of the document :— 

“ To thank God for the restoration of peace between 
the two great Catholic t powers is our duty ; 
but to continue our pra is a necessity, inasmuch as 
divers provinces of the States of the Church are still a 
prey to the men who are intent npon demolishing the 
bhair ad order of things, and it Tain this view 5 
in our sa foreign usurping er proclaims t 
God hath made man free as 
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Austria, but stipulate that Venetia shall form part of 
the Italian confederation which will be created under 
the honorary presidency of the Pope. The work of dip- 
lomacy is about to see a new horizon open before it. 
The conditions of a mediation with which it occupied it- 
self no longer requires the study of the European Cabin- 
ets, but the political constitution of Italy will call for all 
the attention ofstatesmen. The influence of force and of 
strategical talent has had its career. Discussion is about 
to succeed to struggle. The discussions which might 


have spared Austria the disasters and the blunders of 


the war are about to open. Peace has been made 
without mediation. The Sovereigns of France and Aus- 
tria owe it only to themsel ves. 


Spain AND GIBRALTAR.— The Madrid j als of the 
2ist have arrived. The semi-official Correspondancia 
Autografa has the following:—At Gibraltar the English 
are mounting batteries, not only, as has been stated, in 
the forts, but even in the midst of the streets. The day 
on which the sentinel of the Straits shall light his first 
match, this place will be transtormed into a volcano of 
gunpowder and ball. Our forts of Santa Barbara, and 


San Feline, destroyed by the English in the War of 


Independence, under the pretext that the French troops 


might take possession of ti:em, are now only heaps of 


ruins, and the bronze artillery with which they were 
armed is still in the hands of the English. The English 
will not allow these fortifications to be restored, and yet 
we permit them to encroach every day, by constructing 
barracks on neutral ground, and by taking the stone 
destined for their walls in the quarries of San Roque.” 
The journals announce that new arrests had been made 
at Seville, also at Badajoz and Olivanza. 

A Noste Act.—Two or three weeks since a poor old 
slave woman was suddenly sold in Washington for the 
far Southern market. She was in great distress, and 
went to a white woman who had long known her, and 
told her tale. The. listener was a widow - and poor, but 
she at once, without a moment’s hesitation, mortgaged 
the cottage she lived in—which was the entire amount 
of her worldly treasure—to nearly its full value, and set 
the slave acquaintance free ; Such an act, occurring in 
some countries, would make the woman world renowned. 
In this land she willbe set down as a fanatic ; but we 
may be sure that she has treasure laid up in heaven.—

LORD LYNDHURST UPON THE NATIONAL 
DEFENCES. | 
Lord LYNDHURST—I wish to ask the noble duke 
opposite (the Duke of Somerset) a question. But before 
I co so your lordships will perhaps allow me to make a 
few observations on a matter personal to myself. My 
lords, [am informed that an hon. member, supported 
and backed up by a noble, lord in another locality, if I 
may so express myself, has madecertain charges against 
me with reference to what fell from me the other night 
in the course of the discussion upon the defences of the 
country. One of those charges is undoubtedly true. 
The hon. member stated that I was an “old man,” or 
an “aged man,” or an “old peer,” for there are varied 
readings of this classical attack. (A laugh.) I can 
only say that 1 must plead guilty to that part of the 
charge, while at the sa .e time I cannot but admire the 
sarcasm so pointed, so keen, so bitter, so creditable to the 
taste and talent of the hon. gentleman who made this 
extraordinary discovery. So much for this part of the 
charge. Another more serious part of the charge was 
to this effect, that the doctrines I laid down were nt 
doctrines at all suited to the present day, to the present 
enlighened state of soeiety, that they were referrable 
to a period of, I think, 60 years back, or some such 
period. But, my lords, this part.of the charge, I must 
bring to your recollection as perfectly unfounded, and, 
if I may venture to say so, perfectly untrue. For what 
was the course of observation that I pursued? It was 
the most simple course that any man could have adopted. 
I reminded your lordships that hitherto we had been in 
a state of perfect security at home and abroad with re- 
spect to our honour and interests, in consequence of the 
superiority of our navy. That was my statement. 
I went on to say that naval warfare had 
assumed a new shape, and a shape of such 
a character that it was impossible for us to 
say with confidence that we could rely upon such a 
state of security. And I called upon your lordships and 
upon the Government to do everything in their power to 
put the country, both in its military and naval defences, 
in such a state as would restore us to the security that 
we have hitherto enjoyed. (Hear, hear.) I entered, 
perhaps, too mnch into detail, but I never deviated for 
one moment from that line ot argument. I[ do not 
believe that there is a conscientious man in this country, 
except the individual to whom I have referred, and who 
made this charge against me, who would differ in opinion 
from what I stated. I do not be.ieve that any man who 
has the heart of an Englishman would have dissented 
from that statement. My lords, it is very well for Eng- 
lishmen in private life, when they are smitten upon one 
check, to turn the other check to the smiter. But that 
is not my feeling, and least of all ought it to be the feel- 
ing of a great and powerful nation. I might cite a pass- 
age from an eminent orator---an Athenian orator-—-which 
I think somewhat in point. He says in substance, “ Na- 
tions build large fortresses, and lay out great sums of 
money for that purpose, but there is one common bul- 
wark, which every prudent man will take care to main- 
tain. It is the great security of all nations, particularly 
of free States, against foreign despotic power.” He goes 
on to ask. “ What is this?” The answer he gives is, 
“ Distrust, distrust. Be mindful of that, adhere to it, 
and you will be free from almost every calamity.” I 
thought it right, perhaps necessary, to give this explan- 
ation, as to the substance of what I stated the other 
night in contradiction of those unfounded charges which 
have been preferred against me in the locality to which 
I refer.

CHURCH RATES ABOLITION BILL. 
On the order for into committee on the Church 


Rates Abolition bill, 


“That this house do resolve itself into a committee, to 
consider the propriety of establishing in lieu of 
church rates thenccforth to be abolished;“a charge 

on all hereditaments, in respect of the occu pancy of 
which church rates have been within the last seven 
years; such charge to be le with the county rate at 

an uniform rate of poundage, the occupier being in all 
cases entitled to deduct from his rent the amount of the 
charge levied on his occupation, which shall be paid to 

the governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty, who shall be 

empowered to receive and administer the same for the 
purposes of church rates; and further, to consider the 
propriety of constituting the incumbent and church- 
wardens of every parish or district a corporation, having 
a right to claim from the governors of Queen Anne’s 
Bounty in each year a sum equal to one year’s charge on 

such parish or district, which they shall be empowered 
to receive and to administer, with the concurrence of the 
vestry, and under due supervision, as well as to receive 
and administer any moneys subscribed, or any benefac- 

tions given for the purposes of church rates. or in com- 
mutation of such charge.” He said he could nut have 
proposed this amendment in committee, or he would have 
done so, instead of moving it on the motion for the 
Speaker leaving the chair. He was not proposing to re- 
verse the decision of the house, or in any way to alter 
the bill beyond making the addition he pow suggested. 

He accepted the decision of the house that church rates 
should be abolished wherever they had not been levied 
for a series of years; but the bill as it now stood would 
wrest tle right of making church rates from the rural 
districts, where the inhabitants were anxious to make 
that provision for the maintenance of the church. If 
the house would allow him to go into committee upon 
his proposition he should propose a charge of twopence 
in the pound in lieu of church rates, to be levied with 
the county rate. The collectors would receive from the 
magistrates a list of the occupiers, and they would col- 
lect the charge from them in addition to their other rates, 
. the amount to be forwarded through the proper ofticers 
to the govefnors of Queen Anne’s Bounty for distribu- 
tion. He proposed to give the means of exemption from 
the whole body of occupiers who conscientiously ob- 
jected to the charge. 

Mr. SPOONER seconded the amendment. 

Mr. DODSON opposed the amendment, and conten- 
ded the total abolition. 

Lord HENLEY considered that the remedy proposed 
by the hon. member for North Warwickshire was worse 
than the disease, and that it would lead to more injustice 
and dissatisfaction than prevailed under the present 
system. With regard to church-rates generally, it was 
quite clear from the voice of that house that they must 
cease at once and for ever. 

Sir J. TRELAWNY wished to put an end to the ex- 
citement which church rates created, and could not there- 
fore accept the amendment. 

Sir M. FARQUHAR thought that as a committee of 
the House of Lords was sitting to investigatc the whole 
subject, the hon. baronet should postpone the further con- 
sideration of the bill until the evidence taken by that 
committee was before the country.

always, that no person so exempted from the payment 
of any church rate shall be entitled to vote or act in 
vestry in the parish in reference to the making, levying, 
or application of any church rate, or the application of 
any money applicable to the like purposes, unless after 
signing such declaration he shall have paid a church 
rate subsequently made in such parish. Third—no 
church rate shall be made for other than the following 
purposes (that is to say):—1, Repairing and maintain- 
ing the fabric of the parigh church; 2, Repairing, fenc- 
ing, and maintaining thochavaiaaiall or burial ground of 
the parish church ; 3, Providing what is necessary for 
the decent celebration of Divine service and the offices 
of the parish church.”
